| — . around his neck, and the other under his 
THE ESSENCE OF THE CEREMONY. 

The essential paris of the ceremony of con- 
ferring the pallium are the taking of the oath 
of fidelity to the Holy Bee by the Archbishop- 
elect, and the placing of the palliam upon his 
shouldets by the senior Bishop present, accord- 
ing to the text prescribed in the Pontificate. The 
oath is the samo as that taken by a Bishop oa 
the day of his consecration. He eolemmnly prom- 
ises obedience to the Holy See in ali spiritual 
| matters, binding himself to assist the Pope and 

his successors; to attend all councils to which 

he may be called; to visit Rome at least once ia 

every three years; to receive the Ap lic com- 

mands with humility, and to executé them with 

diligence. It contains no aliusion to the tem- 
| poral power, and involves no political dilegiance. 
| ‘Phe oath being completed, the senior Bishop 
| places the pallium upoo the neck of the Areh- 
„ bishoo-elect, declaring the act to be per- 
formed to the honor of God Almighty, 
of Blessed Mary Ever Virgin, of the 
Blessed Aposties Peter and Paul, and of 
the Holy Roman Chureh, characterizing it as 
the mantle of the blessed Peter and the symbol 
of the plenitude of the apostolic office.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

John M. Hendi was born in Canton Graubon.

As be lrad a o gam of 
money on his person, he refused to come ly with 
the demand, when he was stabbed in several 
places in the left arm, and theo shot and beaten 
to a state of insensibiity, and bis pockew aod 
valise rifled of theif ¢ontects, to the amount of 
5700, trust funds. The robber escaped, and the 
wounded mao was brought to Atlantic, where he 
is sufleiing from bis wjyucies, They are not re-

A Fire in Nagasaki. 

One writing about the transit of Venus from 
Nagasaki to the Boston Advertiser tells in pass- 
ing how oddie they mismanage a fire in that 
couutrv, as follows: We arrived at the fire evi- 
dently some time atter it had begun, and found 
the streets full of people, all with lapterne. 
Here all persons are requ red to carry lanterns at 
night, having | aluted on the ou side at the bot- 
tom the bearer's basiness. For instance, this is 
indicated for the havy by ove zigzag hne, for 
the army two. In the midale the crest, and at 
the top the rank indicated br the bümber of 
borizontal stripes. The pnar.ow streets were 
full of men leo at the fire, bat hot moving. 
We happened to be near one of ther peculiar 
firé-engines, They are made throughout of 
wood, thé main part deing an oblong beavy 
box. Running parallel with the length 
of this a beam worked up and down, 
carrying ou Sach side o its central 
support the plunger of a pump. These pumps 
are counected with the bamboo nozzle five 
feet long, which is fastened by s rude universal 
Ant, o that nt may bet in any direction. 

his macbine is broucht on wheels, and put 
down in a convenient place; buckets of water are 
brought and poured iuto this box, and five or six 
meu work the beam while another stands on the 
box and directs the nozz'e. The houses are all 
low, about one aud a half story, and made of 
wood, excerpt the heavy, tiled 100f. When we 
first saw the fire, they bad ond of these squirta, 
bat no water. so we joimed the crowd in veiling, 
‘‘mitzee.” Finaliy some vas’ brought in large 
buckets and poured into the box of the appara- 


from the fire, did not q 
So three qt us persuaded them by 12 
gestures to move nearer. This ; but as 
soon as it became a little warm they withdrew 
and again payed from a distance. We next 
tried to get them to use axes and out throug’: the 
posts of the houses. This they did to some ex- 
tent, but did got begio safliciently far from the 
fire, sud were too late. About this time some 
au eaildrs appeared with ropes and buck- 
ets. The ropea u tied to beams, and a number 
of men pulling on these threw down some of the 
hauses wluch had been partly ent away. Fors 
fow m nutes we Stopped active work. and I tried 
to make some of the Japanese who were there in 
un ford understand the advantages of cutting 
down the houses in front of the fire. I took one 
of them, who I foand after the fire was the Chief 
Engiwees, bv the arm. ana walked him up a lad- 
der r and tried to point out 
to him the advisability of leveling some of the 
houses m a certain direction. He took all of it 
very quietiv, and seemed to like the plan. We 
next passed buckets of water and thréw them on 
the fli e, there ha; pening by good luck to bea 
cistern near by. There appeared at this moment 
a small iron force-pump which had on it about 
40 feet of hose. The nozzle of this was passed 
up aad I piayed fiueman by divecting it. B fore 
long we had chec«ed the fire m oue direction, 
retired to another part, where we found the 
Russian sai/ors had the fise nearly under con- 
trol. Went home at 3 a. m., tired and wet 
through. In case of „ fire, the man Who lives 
ip the bouse where the fire originates must pay 
for thet house. If too poot to dose, he has to 
go to psison and work until it is paid for.

For some time past public attention has 
been directed toward the Pennsylvania min- 
ing troubles, which seemed to have quieted 
for a time, but which began again yesterday 
with increased violence. Now, however, Chi- 
cago is for the first time in several years the 
scene of a demonstration of a somewhat 
similar character. The Coal-Heavers’ Union, 
composed of laborers who unload the cargoes 
of coal brought by the lake to the dealers of 
this city, yesterday appeared at the docks in 
forse, and drove away the non-union men 
who had chosen rather to work for reason- 
able wages than to remain idle. In sev. 
eral cases violence was used, and the 
entire demonstration was of a lawless, shame- 
ful character. The attack upon the yards 
was so sudden and unexpected that the men 
at work were driven off before the assistance 
of the police could be summoned, but the 
same state of things will not prevail to-day, 
when the malcontents threaten a resump- 
tion of their aggressive movements. If 
necessary, the entire police force 
of the city, armed with revolvers and mus- 
kets, and reinforced by a few companies of the 
First Regiment, should be called into service 
to arrest the law-breakers and protect from 
intimidation or interference non-union men 
at the coal-yards. The demonstration yester- 
day was an outrage upon justice, law, and 
decercy, and should be punished with severi- 
ty, and a repetition prevented at all hazards. 


THE PRESIDENTS THIRD-TERM LETTER. 
The Pesident’s letter defining his position 
on the Third-Term question has elicited the 
most varied comments. A few journals, tak- 
ing a rational view of the letter, have given 
to it the interpretation intended by the Pres- 
ident himself. The Democratic press, with a 
howl of rage at the loss of their third-#erm 
capital, insist that the President is neverthe- 
less a candidate. The Independent press, 
which means “ anything to beat Grant,” and 
that portion of the Republican press which 
have special candidates of their own locali- 
ties for the Republican nomination, having 
special interests in view rather than the gen- 
eral success of the party or the welfare of the 
country, are scared by imaginary dangers to 
their personal ends. The Cincinnati Commer- 
cial represents one class, and the Indianapolis 
Journal the other. They denounce the let- 
ter as insincere, as having a double meaning, 
and declare that, instead of being a disavow- 
al of a candidacy for the third term, it is an 
adroit and skillful bid and claim for the nom- 
ination. The letter is analyzed, sentence by 
sentence; and, taking counsel of their fears, 
they sound the alarm that the President is 
really a candidate. 

All this is very foolish, besides being very 
unjust. All the papers of this class insist 
that ninety-nine out of every one hundred in 
the Republican party of the North arg on- 
posed to Gen. Grawr’s nomination for a third 
term. Accepting this as true, what possible 
danger can there be that he can be nominated 
by that party? Republicans, such as 
generally constitute nominating conventions, 
are unfortunately too apt to give more weight 
to availability than isalways proper ; certainly, 
they have no such friendship for President 
Grant, Senator Morton, Vicé-President W- 
son, Senator Locan, Speaker BLamx, or any 
other candidate for the nomination, as to in- 
duce them to nominate any one of these, to 
whom ninety-nine out of every hundred Re- 
publicans are opposed. That is not the pol- 
icy of nominating conventions ; and if the 
opposition to President Gnanr and the horror 
of third terms be so general and universal as 
these papers claim, then what possible danger 
can there be that the Convention will even 
consider the question of nominating him? 
Are these ‘newspapers so childish as to be 
afraid of what they claim to know is nothing 
but an empty shadow ? 

The fact is, howeyer, that no letter which 
the President could write w satisfy 
these papers. He could put his disclaimer 
of candidacy in no form of words that would 
be accepted as sufficient by men who hate 
him personally or politically on the one hand, 
and who have each a candidate of their own 
selection on the other. Thus some petty in- 
terest in nearly every State, from Maine to 
Indiana, from Illinois to Massachusetts, has 
its own candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion, and nothing less than a letter from the 
President advising that the nomination be 
given to the “eminent statesman from ——,” 
will satisfy any of this kind of people. The 
Indianapols /owrnal ventures so far as to 
give the outlines of the, letter which, in the 
estimation of that paper, the President ought 
to have written. It says: 

How easy it would have been for htm to be vs writ- 
tem a few words recognizing the binding force of our 
political traditions on this subject, expressing regret 
for the manifest injury which the third-term discus- 
gion hed done the Republican party, and ennounc- 
ing, in conclusion, that under no cdnsideration could 


he, or would he, accept s renomination, or allow his 
name to go before the National Convention. 


In the first place, there are no “ binding 
traditions” on the subjéct. This is a Gov- 
ernment of written law, and not one of tra- 
dition. But there is no tradition. No per- 
gon was ever a candidate for a third term, 
and no one was ever asked to be a candidate. 
Gen. Wasmmvaton did not decline a re-elec- 
tion offered him ; he simply took the occasion 
of a retirement from public life to bid the 
e gata pene an aftec- 


clared, in his recent letter, that he has no 
purpose to present his name to the Republi- 
can Convention, nor has he, nor will he, by 
act or word, ask or seek the nomination; he 
has added further, that he would not accept 
another nomination unless, in the extremely 
improbable event, that an imperative duty to 
the country should require him. 

It is objected that he should not have added 
the last clause, intimating even a remote con- 

i . Save to a more than ordinarily 
suspicious and jealous mind, there is nothing 
in the proviso that suggests an actual can 
didacy. The President could not have said 
less. He could not have written, Nor will 
I accept the nomination of that Convention 
if tendered, nor will I accept the Presidency 
if elected,” without an assumption of ar- 
rogance and self-superiority, and contempt 
for the country wholly unworthy of a gen- 
tleman, and flagrantly disrespectful when 
committed by the President of the United 
States. Yet, because the President has not 
been guilty of this rudeness, has not in ad- 
vance insultingly declared that no gonsidera- 
tion, even of duty to the country; could in- 
duce him to accept that which has not been 
offered him, these papers affect a belief that 
his assurance that he is not, has not been, 
and will not be, a candidate is lacking in sin- 
cerity, and contains a covert expression to 
his friends of a willingness to accept the 
nomination and be a candidate. 

We submit to these people, who are evi- 
dently frightened at a ghost of their own 
manufacture, that they are acting very un- 
wisely. Let them take the President at his 
word ; let them accept his letter as an honest 
and sincere declaration that he is not and will 
not be a candidate; and they will find that 
the country, without any diminution of re- 
gard and respect for the President personally 
or Officially, will give its attention to the bus- 
iness of trying to find a successor who will 
prove to be as sacrificing, as patriotic, and as 
satisfactory as he has been during his two 
terms.

TEMPERANCE FANATICISM. 

The National Temperance Convention, at 
present in session in this city, has virtually 
closed its proceedings by the adoption of a 
platform of resolutions. In looking over the 
details of its sessions, it is impossible to ar- 
rive at any other conclusion than that many 
of its members were narrow-minded and 
short-sighted bigots, and that they have 
accomplished nothing which is at all practical 
in its nature, or which commends itself as a 
measure of reform. After all their talking 
and resolving, they find no remedy for intem- 
perance except in politics. The political 
campaign and coercive legislation are the 
weapons with which they propose to keep 
people from drinking, as if these weapons 
had not been used for the last half-century 
without any results. The whole sentiment of 
the Convention is crystallized in the political 
idea. No attempt is to be made to regulate 
mtemperance or to punish the intemperate. 
Politics, with its machinery of legislation, 
the courts, and the constabulary, is to do the 
work. Men's appetites are to be legislated 
out of existence by a statute. You shall not 
drink is to be the fiat with which intem- 
peramce is to be checked. A shallower, 
cruder, or more fanatical notion never before 
seized upon men and women presumed to 
have common sense. 

There are ways of dealing with evils which 
never seem to have occurred to these people, 
or, if they did, were thrust aside as unworthy 
of regard. The Church isa mighty engine 
of effectiveness in its warfare with evil, but 
it accomplishes its results outside of the do- 
main of politics, of statecraft, and of com- 
pulsion. It works through the agencies of 
combined efforts of congregations, of mis. 
sionary societies, of young men’s as. 
sociations, of personal appeal from the 
pulpit, and of moral exhortation, and it 
works with a power and directness which 
have never yet been excelled. The force of 
moral appeal and exhortation, however, is 
scouted by these temperance fanatics. They 
do not even appeal to the Church to aid them. 
This they cannot do, for in this country 
Church and State are distinct, and moral ap- 
peal and Christian influence have no sym- 
pathy with compulsory legislation and pro- 
cesses of courts. They do not even call 
upon the courts to punish intemperance, 
although the laws are effective in the punish- 
ment of all other crimes and of crimes grow- 
ing out of the use of intoxicating liquors. 
They have no other idea of politics than 
as an absolutely coercive measure for the 
control of the appetite. With this legisla. 
tion they propose to say to a man he shall 
not drink ; to tell the doctors they shall not 
use alcohol in their medicines or in the sick- 
room; to say to the patient he shall not 
have alcoholic medicines, even though he 
dies for the want of them,—which is like 
the philosophy of the advanced thinker who 
thought it better to let a man starve than to 
give him and make him a pauper; to 
notify the Church it shall not use wine at 
the ccrvamunion-cable; to dictate to the Al- 
migh / in reference to His sacramental or- 
din». „to tell the saloon-keeper he shall 
not sell. * 

In all this farrago of coercive nonsense, 
there is not one practical measure suggested. 
No discrimination is made between che tem- 
perate and intemperate use of liquors. 
Where one man uses liquor to excess and gets 
drunk, ten men use it in moderation and keep 
sober; but the political machinery which these 
temperance fanatics would employ is meant 
to apply to all alike,—to the man who can 
control his appetite and use wine as the 
apostles and the patriarchs used it, and to the 
man who is a beast. Inother words, a handful 
of so-called temperance reformers propose to 
place the whole community under the ban, 
and to Bay to every man, without reference to 
his opinions or his habit of life, you shall not 
drink. No effort is made to kill the drinking 
of whisky and other poisons by legislation in 
favor of beer and light wines, which are not 
harmful, as has been repeatedly shown, 
Beer and light wines are placed in the same 
category with rum and whisky, although 
they are the most powerful elements of tem- 
perance reform, and in countries where they 
are exclusively used drankenness is un- 
known. Another instances of the ab-

It is too late in the world’s progress to say to 
any one, You shall not drink; tosay to the 
patient, You may die, but you shull not have 
alcohol; to say to the Christian world that 
The most solemn of all the sacramen®, in- 
stituted by a Divine command, is making 
drunkards. All this is but the rant of 
bigotry ; the crude and incoherent raving of 
impracticables which can never answer any 
useful purpose. If the temperance people 
have nothing more sensible and practicable 
to offer, it is time for them to purchase their 
return tickets. They are doing nothing for 
temperance. 


THE OHIO CONVENTION. 

The platform adopted by the Ohio Conven- 
tion is a model one in many respects, and, 
with the exception of one or two passages 
susee ptible of diffrent constructions, will be 
heartily indorsed by the mass of the Ameri- 
can people. In addition te the reaffirmation 
of National Sovereignty and the other general 
principles underlying the organization of 
the Hepublican party, expression is given to 
a few vital and, to some extent, new isshes 
which sound the key-note of the next Presi- 
dential campaign. For most of these the 
Ohio resolutions point the direction which 
the National Republican Convention ought 
and probably will take. 

The financial policy of the Republican 

party is now fixed very definitely. The Ohio 
resolution expresses it as the “ equalization 
of the purchasing capacity of the coin and 
paper dollar.” That is a practical ex- 
pression for specie resumption. The 
purchasing capacity of the paper dollar will 
be exactly equal to that of the coin dollar 
whenever the greenback may be converted 
into gold in reasonable amounts and at con- 
venient places. The purchasing power of 
gold ig not likely to be materially affected by 
the product or demand of that commodity, 
and relatively as to greenbacks it will not be 
changed at all; 
equalize the purchasing capacity of the two 
must be in the direction of appreciating the 
value of the greenback. The first step to this 
end, though not altogether satisfactory, was 
taken by Congress last winter. The Ohio 
Convention recommends a steady advance in 
this direction, and it is the true policy of the 
Republican party. 
Wo are in favor of tariff for revenue,” 
says the Ohio platform, with incidental 
protection to Americ» industry.” This is 
almost the opposit o the Pennsylvania 
declaration a few days ago, and it ought to be 
the model of the National Convention. 
We have no special objection to the 
supplemental phrase of “incidental pro- 
tection ” except that it is surplusage. There 
are only three or four artieles which will yield 
any great amount of, revenue that can be 
taxed without affording ‘‘incidenta] protec- 
tion to American industry.” Tea, coffee, and 
spices almost complete the list. No import- 
ed article of a kind produced by home man- 
ufacture can be taxed without benefiting to 
some extent the home producer or home man- 
ufacturer. Revenue reformers advocate a 
reasonable duty on sugar, because the bulk 
of the tax finds its way into the Public 
Treasury; yet the sugar-growers and manu- 
facturers are incidentally benefited thereby. 
Revenue reformers do not object to any inci- 
dental protection that may be afforded by a 
tariff constructed with the purpose of acquir- 
ing the greatest amount of revenue with the 
least oppressive tax; the objection is to a 
tariff for protection with ,incidental revenue, 
which is the Pennsylvania notion. 

The declaration of the Olio Republicans 
on the public-school question has more than 
a local significance. Ohio is not the only 
State in which an effort to divide the sthool 
fund, or release the Oatholics from taxa- 
tion for school purposes, is to be appre- 
hended. This effort has taken a defi- 
nite shape in New York also, and is very dis- 
tinctly outlined in several other States. The 
plain and outspoken resolution on this sub- 
ject unquestionably expresses the united 
sentiment of the Republican party, and will 
moreover attract. very many persons who 
have not hitherto acted with the Republican 
party if the issue shall ever be fairly sprung 
upon the country. Any division of the pub- 
lic-sohool funds among different religious 
sects, or a release of any particular denomi- 
nation from taxation for school purposes, will 
be the death-blow to the public-school sys- 
tem of this country, and will strike away one 
of the main supports of the Republic. 

Such a revision of the patent laws as will 
relieve industry from the oppression of mo- 
nopolies is also a demand of the Ohio Repub- 
lioane that will command an active sympathy 
throughout the country. The sufferings of 
the American people by reason of the long- 
extended and exclusive privileges for the use 
of inventions that have passed into the hands 
of speculators have been greater, as a matter of 
fact, than from all the abuses of railroad mo- 
nopoly, though perhaps not so readily recogniz- 
able. These sufferings extend to the laboring 
people and the poor people, grinding them 
with unmerciful and unremitting severity. 
This abuse is one that the National Legisla- 
fature is concerned, and it will not be able to 
shirk the

of a Republican triumph in Ohio.

KANSAS AS A DREADFUL WARNING. 

The Constitutional Convention now in 
session in Missouri has been solemnly warned 
by a member of the Kansas Convention of 
1859 not to imitate the mistakes of Kansas. 
The warning should be heed@d, for the fun- 
damental law of the latter State is a tissue of 
glaring absurdities, which are now delaying 
the development of the Commonwealth, 
checking immigration, and producing a deep 
distrust in the soundness of State, county, 
and municipal indebtedness. 

Two great evils lurk in the Constitution. 
The first is the absence of any legal limit to 
the issue of bonds. The result of this has 
been the most reckless development of the 
„bond system” ever known, unless one or 
two Southern cases are admitted to be as bad. 
They could not be worse, Bonds are issued for 
everything. If a mile of road or 20 feet of 
bridge are to be constructed, bonds are 
spouted to defray the cost. They sell below 
par and bear heavy interest and afford ad- 
mirable opportunities for stealing ; and they 
thus make the improvement cost from two 
to ten times its worth. Towns vie with each 
other in donating 10 per cent bonds to impe- 
canious manufacturing corporations, in or- 
der to-induce them to build their mortgaged 
shops in the most heavily mortgaged’ town. 
This pernicious practice has fortunately been 
checked, of late, by judicial decisions,—still, 
the harm has already been done. The peo- 
ple are pmobably bonded beyond their power 
to pay. They have spouted bonds to defray 
about every expense except that of 
official salaries, and no small num- 
ber of officials have revenged them- 
selves for the exception by eking out 
their salaries by stealing bonds. It is only a 


few months since a ring of six or seven spec- 4 


ulators organized three new counties out of a 
Kansas wilderness, inhabited only by buffaloes, 
prairie-dogs, and Indians, issued wome hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of bonds 
in the names of the counties, sold them toa 
credulous multitude, none of whom, it is fair 
to presume, had ever invested in Kansas in- 
securities before, and decamped with the 
proceeds. 

The result of this unlimited issue of bonds 
has been unlimited taxation, which is per- 
mitted by the wretched Constitution. This 
is error No. 2. The privilege thus conferred 
has been mercilessly abused. This Kansas 
Inman wrifés: “Taxation has ruined 
the value of our real estate, and 
no sane man will now invest in 
this kind of property.” A multitade of 
exemptions give loopholes through which the 
cronies of the tax-layers and the tax-gatherers 
eacape, but the unfortunate non-residents 
who have been foolish enough to buy Kansas 
land are savagely taxed to make up the differ- 
ence. 

These warnings should be heeded by the 
Missouri Constitution-makers. Kansas would 
do well to heed them, too, but probably does 
not dare to call a Convention to revise its 
fundamental law, Too much stealing would 
result. But this experience of the evils of 
unlimited taxation and, in fact, of direct 
taxation should bear fruit in some reform. 
The Kansas man whom we have already 
quoted ends his letter by saying that the 
present Constitution is an instrument to re- 
pel capital, strike down values, complicate 
titles, paralyze individual energy, and drive 
the energetic from the State.” 

A PEOBLEM IN WHISKY. 

The cost of production of highwines in 
Chicago, at the present price of rejected 
corn, including tax, package, eto., ete., is not 
less than $1.16 per gallon, and it is claimed 
even that it cannot be made for less than 
$1.17. The cost of production and placing 
the same on the market at Cincinnati is, 
owing to a difference in the price of grain, 
fully $1.20. Bearing these figures in mind, 
let them be compared with the sales at va- 
rious places on Wednesday last :

In Chicago there were really no sales. In 
Cincinnati the sales were made at least 7 
cents per gallon less than the cost of pro- 
duction. Peoria sold at 1 to 2 cents less 
than it costs to produce in Chicago; while 
New York sold several cents less than the 
cost of producing here or at Cincinnati,” and 
the freight. The problem is, How can whis- 
ky be sold at these prices, unless there is a 
margin somewhere? How many fimes can 
stamps be used in Cincinnati ? 


While the National Temperance Conven- 
tion is sitting in this city doing nothing for 
temperance, it is cheering to know that a 
convention will be held in Cincinnati next 
week which can do a great deal for tamper- 
ance. It will be a convention of the brewers 
of the United States, convened to discuss 
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up the price of licenses for the sale of whisky 
and other similar poisons, and retaining the 
present license rates of bees or even reduc- 
ing them still lower. The brewers cannot do 
better than to give their attention to these 
questions; and, if they will give us purer and 


cheaper beer, the tehperance people cannot 


do better than to encourage them by protect- 
ing beer by legislation, which is the only use 
for legislation that we can see in connection 
with temperance.

Purure Maxtix, sentenced in 1881. 
Patti Grass, sentenced in 1870. 


Mrogacl Munrurx, sentenced in 1958, 

Here are seven men consignéd by juries to 
imprisonment for life. The longest term served 
by any one of them was fourteen years. Others 
were released after eight, seven, and even four 
years’ imprisonment. The provocation for the 
pardon of some of these convicta seems to be 
vothing more than an application by some poli- 
tician. O Bum is noted as pardoned “ on appli- 
cation of the Hon. H. Narr.“ Murrny is re- 
leased on application of the Hon. Joux B. 
Hawzisr.” Gov. Bevernipcs has been clement 
in proportion to less distinguished felons. 
Since Dec. 1, 1874, he has pardoaed out twenty- 
eight persons sentenced to terms of from one to 
six years in 1874. One, W. McoNrexuwey, sen- 
tenced for twenty-four years iu 1872; W. Ho- 
pick, sentenced for fourteen years in 1871; 
Faure Hitt (on application of the Hon. H. 
Swarr), sentenced in 1860 fdr twenty years; 
and half a dozen who were sentenced 
for a gear or more in 1875. In addition 
to those already pardoned, it is stated by 
the Governor's Secretary that there are applica- 
tions on file for the pardon of 500 more con- 
victa. The large increase in pardons is attrib- 
uted to the iufluence of members of the Legis- 
latare who bave been on the spet during tne 
winter, and have gained the Executive ear to 
some purpose. Be this as it may, if popularity 
ie the Govervor’s object, it is time be learned 
that pardoning murderers is not a device likaly 
to meet with popular approval. The insecurity 
of our prisoas is one of the most powerful 
sources of enc@uragemeht to the criminal 
classes, and adds another and weighty argu- 
ment to many in favor of capital punishment. 
The severity of a sentence is of little value as 
compared with the certainty of its execution. 
To liberate sixty-iive prisoners in six months— 
seven of them murderers whose existence, tor the 
good of society, should have ended with their 
couviction—ie to rob society of what little pro- 
tection the law gives it against its own de- 
structive elements.

THE CHICACO COAL-HEAVERS. 
THE STARTING POINT. 
At the meeting of the Coal Exchange of this 
city, held Satarday, May 1, the question of em- 
ploying labor for the unloading of vessels came 
up. Mr. Robert Law stated that the Laborers’ 


' Union was organized and strong, and its mem- 


bers were determined that the ratee for this 
season should be $5 per day for wheelers and $7 
for ehovelers, the same rates which prevailed 
last season, whence he was forced to unload coal 
at Milwaukee, where labor was much cheaper. Mr. 
Law expressed his determination that, whatever 
other coal-dealers might do, he would pay no 
more than $4 per day for labor. He also called 
attention to the fact that the effect of the differ- 
ene in the price of labor in favor of Milwaukee 
would have the result of making that city the 


receiving port of coal to be consumedin Chi-

@oreed by the Coal Exchange, which passed a 


resolution not to pay more than $3 per day for 
wheelers or shovelers during the summer.

He knows if 
be should desire and endeavor to keep that 
eountry vacant forever, he cannot do it, because 
Congressmen would pass laws taking it from you 
anyhow.” 

The great influence which the squaw-men and 
white men liviug among the Indians have over the 
latter was shown to-day by the request from Red 
Cloud that Todd Randall and a Mr. Collins 
suould be appointed Comnussioners on the part 
of the Indians,—a request which*the ident 
cannot grant.

That herfter no Indian nation o tribe within the 
territory ofthe United States shall be acknowledged 
or 1 as an independent nation, tribe, or 
power, with whom the United States may contract b 
treaty, provided that nottung herein contained 
be construed to invalidate or impair the — oe foe of 
any treaty heretofore lawfully made and with 
any such Indian nation or tribe, 

It is understood that the authorities claim that 
the present negotiations are rather in the nature 
of an agreement than a treaty. The GWovern- 
ment officers, from the present failure, are be- 
ginning to admit that, irreapective of this pro- 
vision of law, it is folly to treat these ea 
vagabonds as an independent! nation within our 
borders. *

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WHAT CONSTITUTES MARRIAGE. 
DR. BARNES 4ND Uns. CARPENTER. 

The County Court was engaged yesterday af- 
ternoon in the hearing of a peculiar cese, which, 
it appears, was the outgrowth of the belief and 
practice of free love. The contestant on the 
one hand was Dr. C. A. Barnes, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., and on the other Lemuel Dodge, 
of Chicago, testator in the estate of his sister, 
The bistory of 
the case, briefly stated, is that, before the fire, 
the Spiritual circles of Chicago recognized one 
Mr. and Mrs. Carpenter as prominent lights ; 
that subsequently Mis. Carpenter 
AFFILIATED WITH DR. c. A. BABNES, 
with whom she lived as his wife up to her death; 
that during ber life she was known. as his wife, 
and so recognized in certain circles, while in 
other circles she was regarded as far different; 
that she removed with Dr. Barnes to Grand 
Rapids a few years ago, and up to the time of her 
death had published a paper in the interest of the 
sect to which she belonged, and by some means 
had accumulated some property. 
Upon her death, in March last, it appears that 
her brother, Lemuel Dodge, applied totne County 
Court ror letters of administration, denying that 
she was ever married to Barnes. The letters 
were granted, and the administrator entered 
upon a settlement of the estate. 
THE ACTION IN COURT 
yesterday was brought by Dr. C. A. Barnes, who 
claims to have been the deceased’s husband, the 
purpose being to bave the administrator dis- 
charged. Messrs. Crooker and Olmey ap 
for the administrator, and Mies Alta M. Hulett 
for Dr. Barnes. The evidence was voluminous, 
aud of almost every imaginabie description. 
Miss Hulett took the ground that the marital re- 
lations between her client and the deceased, 
while not according to the statutes, were of such 
a character as to be recognized by the common 
law. She introduced wituesses to eustain her 
side of the case—to prove that the twain had 
passed as man and wife, and had lived together 
as such, and that at the death of the deceased 
she left property to the value of about 61,500. 

The counsel for the administrator set forth 
that Barnes and the deceased had never been 
married; that they lived together, but had not 
been recognized as man and wife; that the de- 


‘ceased wae known by the name of Mrs. Carpen- 


ter and not Mrs. Barnes, and that she objected 
to being called anything eise; that Barnes was a 
divorced man, and bis wife was yet living, aod 
and that she and the deceased had often had hair- 
pailings; that Barnes was unfaithful to the de- 
ceased and the deceased equaliv so to him. 
THE FEATURE OY, THE TRIAL 

was the quantity end character of the witnesses. 
The S piritualistie friends of the deceased figured 
largely among the witnes s, all of whom had 
more than a passing interest in the case. It it 
was decided that the living together was not 
a common-law marriage, one of their doctrines 
would be judicially — The other witnesses, 
among woom were Mrs. Cynthia Leonard, of 
this city, were 8 against the Spiritualistic 
idea, and oaute thas the alleged marriage 
was no marriage at all. and that they knew the 
deceased audi never regarded her social relations 
with much favor. 

The case will be resumed this mornipg, when 
the examination of the sister-in-law of the de- 
ceased, Mra.

BASE BALL. 
THe MoTUALS “ cHICAGOED.” 

One bright summer-day nearly five years ago 
the original Chicago professional base-ball club 
met the New York Mutuals on the Dexter Park 
ground, and suffered an ignominious defeat, 
failing to score a single run, whereas their ad- 
versaries left the field in a high state of jubila- 
tion with nine runs to their credit. It was Chi- 
caco’s first year as an owner of a professional@ase- 
ball club. The White Stockings, it was supposed, 
had been culled from the finest talent in the 
country; everybody was wild over them, and 
everybody thought they were invincible. High 
hopes were built upon them, and the man who 
ventured to assert that they might fail to carry 
off the championship was looked upon as a 
complete ignoramas.

The White Stockings have since then met their 
New York foes many times, and although they 
have beaten them occasionally have never 
until yesterday eucceeded in repaying them in 
kind.
